Whereas, differences have ari»en, respectimr ihc 
lib'Tt? claimed by tlie United States, for ihe inhabitants there­ 
of, to take, dry and . ure fish, mi certain const*, bays harbor* 
and creeks ol hi- Briltanic Majesty’s dominions iii America’ 
it is agreed, between the high contraeting partus, ihnt Hid 
mhabilants ol the said United States shall have lorever in 
common with the subjects ofhi» Brittttnni. Maiesty the hi.er- 
t> to take lish ol every kind, on that part of the southern 
coast Ol Newlouiulhiiid, which extends from Cape Bav to the 
Hameaii Islands, on the western ami northern coast of New­ 
found and, Iron) the said Cape Ray to the Umrpon Islands, on 
the shores Ot the Magdalen Islands; and also on the coasts
